additional fast 10,000 ton cruisers to 
„the American navy . 
His signature made a law of the 
naval appropriation bill for the nex t 
fiscal y ear, carry ing a total direct and 
indirect, of $324,000,000. 
Two other 
elements 
of the hill, 
aside from the provision of $450,000 
to begin 
w ork 
on the three 
mew 
cruisers, are significant of the move­ 
m ent disclosed when congress first as­ 
sembled to increase American navy 
preparedness in view of reported na­ 
val building abroad. 
The measure provides for an en­ 
listed strength of 8 3,500 men, as com­ 
pared to budget proposals for 8 2,500 
and an earlier reported budget deci­ 
sion to hold down to 8 0,000 nex t y ear. 
It also includes substantially increased 
provisions for naval aviation to round 
out the first y ear allotment of the ad­ 
ministration’s five y ear naval air ser­ 
vice ex pansion program. 
The first in congress to over-ride 
administration plans for deferring ap­ 
propriations to begin work on the 
last three of the eight big cruisers au­ 
thorized two y ears ago, started even 
before the present session convened. 
It raged thru both the house and sen 
ate in the face of the unex pected ac­ 
tion of President Coolidge when he ex ­ 
tended invitations to the four other 
Washington naval treaty powres for 
negotiations at Geneva to limit cruiser 
as well 
as destroy er and 
submarine 
tonnage.

plans by the French and Italian r e - , 
jections impelled President Coolidge j 
to accept without q uestion the ex pan- j 
sion of his fiscal program for the navy 
represented by the adding of these 
three cruisers has not been disclosed.

BORACIC ACID 


CAUSES DEATH 


. 
FIVE INFANTS 


Chicago Hospital Nurse Gives 
Boric Acid Instead of 


Distilled Water. 


Post mortem ex aminations will be 
held today 
into 
the deaths 
of five 
infants who died in a hospital Wed­ 
nesday at Chicago, Illinois, from what 
health authorities believe to have been 
accidentally administered prison. 
Five nurses who were in attendance 
at the infants’ ward of the hospital 
are to be asked to testify a t the post 
mortem. 
Dr. Herman 
Bundesen, city health 
commissioner, said a number of hours 
elapsed before reports of the deaths 
were made by the hospital. 
Four of 
the babies were buried but Coronor Os 
car Wolf issued an order preventing 
the burial of the fifth and the other 
four bodies probably will be ex humed. 
The first investigation was started 
when Dr. W. I. Hoffman 
called into 
consultation following the death of 
the Barhiri baby . The suddenness and 
m y stery surrounding the death result­ 
ed in his notify ing Dr. Bundesen. 
After a brief ex amination the city 
health commissioner ordered an im- 
i mediate investigation. After a lenghty 
1 conference with Dr. Martin M. Ritter, 
chief 
staff 
of 
the 
hospital, 
Dr. 
Bundesen issued a statem ent say ing 
that probably 
a nurse’s 
error 
had 
caused the deaths. 
It was pointed out that the boric 
acid solution is kept in a bottle some­ 
what similar to that containing dis­ 
tilled water which is given the babies. 
It is believed that 
perhaps 
a nurse 
gave the babies the boric acid instead 
of the distilled water. 
Some doctors doubt this theory say 
ing that the boric acid solution which 
is used for washing the infants’ ey es 
was too weak to cause death. 
There are five nurses working in 
tho ward in addition to the mother su­ 
perior. They are all to be q uestioned. 
After 
a short 
investigation 
Dr. 
Bundesen issued the follownig state­ 
ment: 
“ After a most careful investigation 
of the records we can only conclude 
that probably a solution of boric acid 
was given in drinking water 
to the 
five children who died. 
Every effort 
is being made to verify this conclu- 
, sion.” 
The five infants ranged in age from 
7 to 14 day s old. 
They are listed as:

Evely n Kathry n 
Ana^lostopoulcs, 7 
day s old; Baby Gallants, 9 day s old;

The five children were in the same 
ward and died within a few minutes 
of each other. 
They each became ill, 
had convulsions and died within a few 
; minutes, doctors say .

that will make him probably the high­ 
est salaried man in baseball. 
In the brewrery 
of Col. Jake Rup- j 
pert, owner of the New York Yankees 
the home-run hitter will sign up for 
three y ears at $70,000 a y ear. 
The 
president of the United States 
gets 
$75,000, but Ruth’s 
movie 
earnings 
would put him well above that figure. 
Ruth said he got $75,000 for his movie 
work this winter. 
Combined with the recent aslary ad­ 
vances given Ty Cobb, This Speaker, 
Rogers 
Hornsby , Judge Landie and 
others, Ruth’s contract was further 
concrete evidence that baseball mag­ 
nates see nothing but prosperity ahead 
of the game and are convinced that 
the recent scandals did no harm. 
It also was evidence that the shrewd

Satisfactory tests can be 
made by simple 
methods.

pense Involved is slight.

testing rtf seeds has been thoroughly 
Justified. 
Corn lends Itself to testing better 
than any other grain, as it is neces- 
i sury to test only a few kernels from 
each ear to separate the unsound ears 
from those that give good germination. 
Rag-Doll Method Best. 
The rag-doil method is best suited 
for testing seed corn and sorghums in 
|* the 
head. 
The 
germination 
cloth 
should 
he 
10 
inches wide 
and 00 
inches long. 
Draw a line with a pen­ 
cil down the center of the strip of 
cloth. 
Mark 
the 
strips 
crosswise 
every four inches and number the sec­ 
tions. 
Moisten tlie tester before put­ 
ting 
the 
kernels 
upon 
it. 
Always 
•number the ears before removing the 
kernels. 
From different places on ear 
No. 1 take out ten kernels and place 
them In section No. I. 
Similarly take 
ten kernels from No. 2 and place in 
section No. 2 ; continue until every 
section is filled. 
Place the kernels 
[• away from the dividing lines so a 
slight displacement caused by handling 
the tester will not mix the samples. 
Fold each side of the tester so that 
the edges meet In the middle.

Idea of Seriousness of
